Joannksbubg, Jan. 1.— The situation 
hero is hourly growing more grave and 
there is intense excitement. The exodus 
of women and children continues in view 
>f the threatened hostilities and conse- 
[uent danger of life. There has been a 
•onsiderable run on the hanks. Large 
quantities of arms and ammunition are 
being secretly introduced into all parts 
Sol the land, and the local stocks of arms 
and food stud's are being bought up. The 
enrollment of the town guards is also 
proceeding. 

The British agent at Pretoria tele- 
graphs under date of January 2: 'I 
havo just seen General Joubert and he 
s:iyf that as far as he knows, Dr. Jame- 
son . ias been driven out of several posi- 
tions. The burghers have 25 of their 
wounded as prisoners, including three 
officers and live corpses have been buried 
by the burghers ; the lighting is still pro- 
ceeding. No force has yet left Johannes- 
burg to assist Dr. Jameson.' 

The government has received informa- 
tion that further forces of the chartered 
South Africa Company are mobilizing to 
enter the Transvaal, and the Kaffir com- 
mander within the Transvaal on the 
Bechuanaland hortler of the Free State 
is ready to assist the Transvaal if requir- 
ed. Dr. Jameson is surrounded by a 
large force near ICruegersdorf. The riiil- 
Away between ICruegersdorf and Johan- 
*nesburg has been broken up. 

London, Jon. 3.— The .colonial ofliee 
has received confirmation of the report- 
ed defeatof Dr. Jameson. His follow- 
ers sustained great loss of life and even- 
tually surrendered. The secretary of 
state for the colonies, Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain has telegraphed to President 
Kruger asking for generous treatment 
for the prisoners and wounded. 

The colonial ollice publishes the fol- 
lowing telegrams from Sir EI. Robinson, 
governor of Cape Colony, to Colonial 
Bfecretary Chamberlain, which are dated 
January 2 : 

"A messenger overtook Dr. Jameson 
ten miles on the other side of Elans river, 
sjjjlle has brought hack a verbal message 
jto the effect that the despatches have

cobus de Wot, British agent in the 
Transvaal, telegraphs that the lighting 
commenced at -1 o'clock yesterday. He 
was unable to obtain details from Gen- 
eral Joubert, commander of the Trans- 
vaal forces, last evening and had heard 
nothing beyond rumor." 

"The Cape Times has a telegram from 
Pretoria,, the. capital, .of .Transvaal, re- 
ceived there from Kruegersdorf, that 
there had been hard fighting, the forces 
of the Chartered South African Com- 
pany suffering heavily.'' 

Influential deputations are visiting 
President Krueger to-day to discuss con- 
ciliatory measures by which to avert a 
crisis. There has been a w eeting of 
20,000 Australians, who considered vari- 
ous proposed protective measures and re- 
solved not to take part in any revolution- 
ary act. There was also a meetingof Ger- 
man and French residents, and they re- 
solved to instruct their consuls to urge 
their governments to make official de- 
clarations with a view to the protection 
of their interests in Transvaal. 

In an interview Montague White, 
consul-genera] of the Transvaal in Eng- 
land, declares that the Uitlander in Jo- 
hannesburg never raised a linger to help 
I ir. Jameson. The Boers, he said, would 
treat Dr. Jameson's followers with gen- 
erosity, but Dr. Jameson himself would 
ea fair trial and such punishment 
as his crime merited. 

A proclamation has been issued by 
President Kruger assuring the Uit- 
landers, the foreign residents of the 
Transvaal, that the government of the 
republic is willing that they shouldsuh- 
mit their grievances for immediate con- 
sideration upon the part of the legisla- 
ture. In order to prevent suffering at I 
Johannesburg, the government has re- 
moved all duties on food stuffs. As a j 
matter of precaution against any revo- 
lutionary outbreak, the government has 
BWOrn in one thousand volunteer police, 
consisting of people of all nations repre- 1 
sen ted in the Transvaal. It will be their 
luty to maintain order in Johannesburg ! 
md elsewhere. 

Editor Hess, of the South Africa 
Critic, says he has a cable dispatch re- I 
ferring to the recent events at Johannes- 
burg, sent since Dr. Jameson's defeat,] 
and it is of such a grave nature that he J 
declines to publish it until confirmed 
from other sources. In an interview to- i 
day he is quoted as Having: "If 
Johannesburg is the same town I 
1 know, the city has risen and j 
eit'ler succeeded or failed in I 
the attempt to liberate Dr. Jameson. I 
am satisfied that, all foreigners there, in- 
cluding the Americans, would help the 
English. There are practically no Boers 
at Johannesburg, except the armed 
burghers, who are parading the streets. 
Beyond this Mr. Hess declined to talk, 
but it was evident from his manner that 
a rising has occurred at Johannesburg. 

The Evening Standard, this afternoon, 
says it is rumored 'hat Mr. Jameson 
was shot to-day after a drum-head court 
martial. 

All kinds ot rumors are current on the 
streets and about the stock exchange 
this afternoon, but they lack confirma- 
tion. One report had it that Dr. Jame- 
son had neen tried by court martial, 
and shot, hut us the government has 
control of the telegraph wires little news 
was obtainable.

body of men belonging to the British 
Chartered Co., numbering about 400 
men, which it was said had started out 
to reinforce Dr. Jameson's troops, had 
been cut to pieces by the Boers. This 
is the force which is supposed to have 
been advancing from Bulwayo. Then, 
again, it was rumored, and seem- 
ingly confirmed by a dispatch 
received here, there has been an upris- 
ing in Johannesburg with many 
persons killed during the disturbance. 
Finally Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, the 
well known Anglo-American member of 
parliament, is quoted as saying he has 
heard that German sailors had been 
landed at Delagoa Bay. Under these 
influences the stock exchange closed 
greatly depressed and a substantial fall 
in prices was caused by adverse rumors 
from the Transvaal. " Kaffirs " were 
I flat and there was a general decline of 
'n to 1, with not much offering. 

A third telegram from Sir Hercules 
Robinson, forwards a dispatch from the 
British agent at Pretoria stating that 
Dr. Jameson's force has surrendered. 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain in re- 
ply has cabled to Governor Robinson his 
regret that Dr. Jameson's disobedience 
has led to this deplorable loss of life and 
to do his best to secure generous treat- 
ment of the prisoners and care of the 
wounded, and to telegraph the names ol" 
the killed and wounded. 

Berlin, Jan. 2. — It is reported hero in 
official circles that the German govern- 
ment has been informed by the govern- 
ment of Great Britain that the latter 
strongly disavows the invasion of the 
Transvaal Republic, by the British Char- 
tered Company's forces, and that it has 
sent the most positive orders to Cape- 
town and to the oliicers concerned lor 
the Chartered Company's troops to with- 
draw from the Transvaal territory im- 
mediately. 

P.uus, Jan. M. — Not one of the news- 
papers of this city minces words in com- 
menting upon the invasion of Transvaal 
territory by the filibustering expedition 
under Dr. Jameson.

London, Jan. 3. — The constantly 
glowing seriousness of the situation in 
South Africa is keenly felt in official cir- 
cles here. Lord Salisbury, prime min- 
ister, ami Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
colonial secretary, had a long talk at the 
foreign ofliee this afternoon, and there is 
no doubt, that matters in the Trans- 
vaal formed the topic of conversation. 
On all sides the precipitate action of Dr. 
Jameson invading the Transvaal is de- 
plored, for while the sympathies of Eng- 
lishmen are naturally with the Uitland- 
ers in their endeavors to secure what 
are manifestly their rights, the prospect 
of grave European complications at the 
present juncture are not relished. 

The Globe this afternoon refers to this 
as part of the ease editorially, and as- 
serts its belief that a grave crisis con- 
fronts Lord Salisbury. The German 
government, as has already been an- 
nounced, has sent a note to the British 
government requesting an explanation 
of Jameson's expedition into the 
Boers' territory and protesting 
against it. The Transvaal is 
nominally an independent republic 
and Germany does not claim to main- 
tain a protectorate over it any more than 
the United States does over Venezuela, 
yet Germany assumes a right to inter- 
fere and to cheek what she considers 
British aggression. In this light Ger- 
many would appear to be exercising 
virtually a Monroe doctrine of its own 
withregird to the Transvaal. On the 
other hand La Lanterne, of Paris, 
this afternoon said : " Great 
Britain's contention that the foreign, 
powers have no right to intervene (in 
the Transvaal), is nothing less than an 
application of Monroism." So that, on 
the whole, it looks as though the argu- 
ments against the Monroe doctrine as 
enunciated by President Cleveland, 
would be considerably weakened during 
the course of the present African 
trouble. 

A correspondent at Rio de Janeiro 
sends word that it is reported in official 
circles that the government will send a 
note to the British minister to the effect 
that Brazil will reject the proposal to 
submit to arbitration the dispute over 
I be possession of Trinidad. The cor- 
respondent states that the Jacobin party 
has been the strongest opponents of ar- 
bitration, and has fought the suggestion 
with all its influence in congress. Mr. 
Carvalho, the minister of foreign affairs, 
was also one of those who was antagon- 
istic to the arbitration of the question. 

The Turkish government has accepted 
the offer of the representatives of the 
powers to mediate between the porte 
and the insurgents of Zeitoun, who are 
surrounded by Turkish troops. 

The New York correspondent of the 
Times reviews the records of the Vene- 
zuelan commission, giving special atten- 
tion to Frederick R. Coudert, and quot- 
ing at length from interviews with Mr. 
Coudert approving President Cleveland's 
course at the time of the delivery nf the 
Venezuelan message. In these inter- 
views some harsh phrases regarding 
Great Britain are quoted. The Times in 
an editorial comments rather severely 
upon the presence of Frederic R. Cou- 
dert. on the Venezuelan com mission, ami 
notes the fact that with one exception 
(Andrew White) the commissioners are 
unknown here. 

A despatch to the Daily Chronicle 
from the special commissioner at Wash- 
ington, giving hitherto unpublished cor- 
respondence between the governments 
of Great Britain and Venezuela during 
the period between November, 1840, 
when Robert Schoniberg was appointed 
to survey the western territory of British 
Guiana, and April, 1842, when Great 
Britain finally removed the boundary 
posts which he set at various points in 
that territory, to form the so-called 
Schoniberg line, is attracting much at- 
tention here. The Chronicle calls 
it a " boomerang despatch," and 
beads it a "New Face to Controversy." 
A foieign office official referring to these 
despatches in conversation with a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press this 
afternoon, said the correspondence re- 
ferred to is correct, " so far as it goes." 
Headded, "hut there is much unpublish- 
ed, especially a letter of Senor Portigue, 
( Venezuelan minister to ( ireat Britain at 
the time) which gives a different light 
upon the whole matter. We might, for 
instance, take a portion, of Secretary 
Olney'sdocument and transform it into a 
sentiment which would be entirely 
antagonistic to the American side of the 
question."

The miners take a 
green hide, empty a lot of ore in it, and 
then take up the corners and bundle it 
up. A mule is tied to it and drags it 
out. The hide becomes smooth from 
the friction in a short while and is easi- 
ly drawn over the ground, and the trail 
it makes is called it rawhide road. One 
mule will draw from 700 to 1,200 pounds 
in this way.

He wished now to proceed with his 
main business, a statement to the best 
of his ability in justification of the pro- 
posed action of the Bowell ministry on 
this school question. The present gov- 
ernment of Manitoba he held to be di- 
rectly responsible for spreading this dis- 
pute from one end to the other of this 
Dominion. 

Here while Mr. Luxton paused for a 
moment the Chairman took advantage 
of the opportunity to remind the audi- 
ence that their guest was speaking with 
great difficulty because of his cold, and 
to ask those in the back of the gallery 
and elsewhere who no doubt could not 
hear what was going on, to be patient 
wdiile Mr. Luxton would do the best he 
could for those within the range of his 
voice. (Applause.) 

Mr. Luxton thereupon offered to 
forego the opportunity to speak to-night, 
us he felt that his address must, as sug- 
gested by the Chairman, be a severe 
tax on the patience of those who could 
not hear him. General cries of "Go 
on " assuring him of the indulgence of 
the audience he proceeded with the 
matter he wished to discuss. He 
declared himself to be in pre- 



servative opponents that if they 
could get into power the Liberals would 
abolish the separate schools and the 
official use of the French language. The 
Liberals were asked to give a pledge to 
the contrary, and Mr. Greenway, Mr. 
Joseph Martin, Mr. Luxton and Mr. 
Fisher, the president of the Liberal as- 
sociation, went as a delegation to Ste. 
Francois Xavier to give such a pledge 
at a meeting of the electors. Mr. Mar- 
tin did go and give the pledge, which 
was endorsed by President Fisher, and 
on that pledge the Liberals were success- 
ful. The same Mr. Martin — wdio is now 
in Victoria — was subsequently the 
author of the trouble which has been 
spread from the Atlantic to the Pacific; 
he now declares that separate schools 
are a curse to the country, but a few 
years ago, when by such action he felt 
lie could get into power, he willingly 
pledged that he would not abolish the 
separate schools. (Applause.) Mr. Luxton 
ilid not deny that he also was a party to 
this pledge; he believed it was a 
proper one to give, but whatever odium 
attaches to it he must share in. 

Soon afterwards the Harrison govern- 
ment resigiied, and Mr. Greenway was 
called in. The new premier having 
chosen one colleague (Mr. Smart) left 
the selection of the others to a caucus of 
his supporters in the house, and they 
when it came down to the French re- 
presentative, decided to ask Mr. Green- 
way to go to Archbishop Tache and have 
him suggest a man who met with his 
approval. Mr. Luxton then told the 
caucus that that involved a renewal of 
the pledge given at St. Francis. Mr. 
.Greenwav did meet with the vicar of the 
Archbishop, wdio asked a further guar- 
antee that the number of French consti- 
tuencies would not be reduced. This 
and the separate school pledge were 
given, the Archbishop named Mr. 
Prendergast, and the Greenway govern- 
ment going to the country were over- 
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whelmingly successful. They should 
then have stood by the pledges they had 
made, or else resigned. 

In the course of a short time the gov- 
ernment undertook to secure the entry 
of the Northern Pacific, and made a con- 
tract in St. Paul, which being published 
showed corruption — a $90,000 steal — 
right on the face of it. So objectionable 
was this affair that he broke with the 
government on it, and five of their stip- 
DOrters refused to vote for the contract 
in the house. The government, how- 
ever, had yet a majority and accepted 
it. When the general elections were in 
sight they felt that public opinion would 
overwhelm them ; the legislature were 
called together, undo Btensibly at the in- 
stance of the Northern Pacific altogether 
re-arranged the bargain to cover the 
most objectionable features. The people 
were not yet satisfied, and what hap- 
pened? Mr. Dal ton McCarthy was sent 
for and on the same platform with 
him the Hon. Joseph Martin astounded 
the public by announcing that the gov- 
ernment had determined to abolish 
separate schools. That was within t wo 
years of the solemn pledge upon which 
he had got into power. This appeal to 
religious bigotry had its effect: it blind- 
ed the people to the railway bargain is- 
sue, and it has blinded them to every 
other public issue which since has been 
introduced. Mr. Martin then declared 
that there would be absolutely no re 
ligion in the schools. 

A Voice — He was quite right. 

Mr. Luxton — " Supposing he was, 
where was his pledge'.' And let us see 
how long he stayed right." (Applause.) 
He showed that the church of England 
and the Presbyterians in simultaneous 
convention so strongly protested against 
entirely secular schools, that Mr. Martin 
promised to change his plan, and 
diil so; the bill passed confiscating 
all the Catholic school property 
and handing it over to the Protestants 
under another name, while the curricu- 
lum of instruction was left to an advis- 
ory board. The members of this were 
almost the same as those wdio formerly 
constituted the Protestant school board, 
and they made arrangements for religi- 
ous instruction almost identical with 
that of the former Protestant schools. 
Thus the secularization disappeared, and 
the schools became distinctly Pio- 
testant. 

But what does Mr. Martin say of those 
schools. He wrote a letter to the Ottawa 
Citizen last session saying that the 
school system of Manitoba to day is 
"rank tyranny," to the minority in that 
provincel Mr. Martin, it mtiBt be re- 
memhered, had in the meantime become 
a member of the Dominion house and a 
follower of Mr. Laurier. He expected 
if ever the Liberal government got into 
power that he would be their minister 
from Manitoba, and therefore he wished 
to do something to make himself ac- 
ceptable to the Catholics. The highest 
court in the realm has said that the 
Dominion has authority to correct this 
" rank tyranny " which the provincial 
government emphatically declare that 
they will not remove. Mr. Martin, it 
must be remembered, has said over his 
own signature that the schools are now 
rank tyranny. In the face of this ad- 
mission, how can he say that the par- 
liament of the Dominion should not in- 
terfere—because of " provincial rights " 
— wdien the law distinctly gives them 
that power over the province, and Man- 
itoba stubbornly refuses to act upon the 
finding of ' the judicial committee 
in England that a grievance has been 
established by the minority. Such ex- 
pressions as " the autonomy of the prov- 
ince " sound well. They remind him 
of the old lady who having been to 
church came home and said "Oh we 
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have had such a happy time; my heart 
was touched, was touched indeed, by 
that blessed word 'Mesopotamia. - " 
(Laughter and applause.) 

WHAT LAURIER WANTS 

He Has at Last Declared Himself, and For 
Separate Schools— Mr. Templeman 
Is His Candidate. 

He pointed out that there is a Domin- 
ion right just as there are provincial 
rights and if ever there was an occasion 
when such a right should he exercised 
this is the time. He wondered if 
there are any who are going to vote 
against Col. Prior because they are op- 
posed to separate schools. 

A Voice — " You bet." 

Mr. Luxton — Well, in case there are 
some people here who think that way 
and would vote for a supporter of Mr. 
Laurier 

The speaker was here interrupted by 
cheers for Mr. Jjitirier from the Liberals 
in the hall. 

Continuing Mr. Luxton said Mr. Lau- 
rier had for a very long time fenced on 
this school question, but at last had 
been induced to declare himself. An in- 
cident of the recent election campaign 
in Montreal is thus reported in the Star, 
an independent newspaper, of Decem- 
ber 20: 

" I want, to have the schools <>i Mani- 
toba, AND 1 WANT TO HAVE THE 
CATHOLICS OF MANITOBA, RE- 
STORED TO THE SAME PRIVI- 
LEGES that are given to the 
Protestants of Quebec and to 
the Catholics in Ontario. I have noth- 
ing to conceal in this matter. I speak 
here to-night the feelings of my heart, 
and I speak as I have spoken in the pro- 
vince of Ontario in purely Protestant 
ridings, and in the presence of my friend 
the Honorable Mr. Ross. He can bear 
testimony that I spoke there the very 
same thing that I speak here to-night. 
I have no hesitation in telling you that 
1 want to have the minority in Man 
itoba restored to the same pri- 
vileges which are freely grant- 
ed in Quebec to the Protestant 
minority and to the Roman Catholic 
minority in Ontario. (Cheers. I say 
that I do not want to have these privi- 
leges restored solely by the help of the 
Roman Catholics, for I want to have 
them restored with the help of the Pro- 
testants as well. 1 DO NOT AP- 
PROACH 'nils QUESTION PROM 
ANY PARTY POINT OF VIEW or 
from any religious point of view. I 
approach it as a Canadian upon the com- 
mon ground of our Canadian national- 
ity. If the question cannot be settled 
upon this ground, it will never be settled 
at all." 

The reading of this declaration on the 
part of Laurier produced a decided sen- 
sation amongst the immense audience, 
and it was some time before the Bpeaker 
could proceed. 

"You gentlemen, Mr. Luxton con- 
tinued, who do not want separate 
schools, will see that Mr. Laurier is the 
last man they ought to support." (Ap- 
plause.) The Powell government, he 
said, have never made any such declar- 
ation as this; they do not say that they 
want separate schools in Manitoba 
or anywhere else : they say they want 
to carry out the law for the protection 
of the minority in Manitoba. The ex- 
tract he had read is from the Montreal 
Star, a strictly independent paper. (Ap- 
plause.) 

He saw Mr. Martin reported in the. 
Victoria Times as saying that the re- 
medial order calls upon the government 
to restore the separate schools just as 
the}' were before 1890; he wished to say 
that that is precisely what it does not do 



ROWDYISM BY LIBERALS. 

Perched in the Upper Gallery They Annoyed 
and Insulted the Visitors 
to Victoria 

About this time the Liberals came in 
force from their meeting place, and 
made their way principally into the up- 
per gallery, Mr. Templeman however 
finding a seat in the main body of the 
theatre, and beinu received with cheers 
from his friends. The gallery contingent 
were led by Mr. Archer Martin and Mr. 
Geo. Powell, waving a flag which ap- 
peared to he a pre-arranged signal for 
cheering from the Liberals in the hall, 
and after the entrance of the contingent 
there was continuous disorder from their 
juarter. 

The Chairman at length called them 
o order, remarking pleasantly that 
' nothing makes more noise than an 
cmnty wagon on a macadamized road." 

Mr. Archer Martin took this remark 
to himself seemingly and rose to his feet 
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of this city have not alluded to Mr. 
Lauder's very important Montreal 
declaration. They appear before the 
electors as the opponents of separate 
schools and of the restoration to the 
Manitoba minority of the privileges of 
which they were deprived by the Pro- 
vincial law of 1890. ft it were generally 
known that their leader had declared his 
intention to restore those privileges, the 
main, we might say, the sole cause of 
their opposition to Mr. Prior's return 
would be taken away. So they keep 
quiet about this Montreal declaration of 
their Leader hoping to get their man re- 
turned under a false pretence. But 
their false pretences will avail them no 
longer. Mr. Laurier bus declared him- 
self in favor of restoring separate schools 
to Manitoba, and he has told the coun- 
try that he hopes to effect the restora- 
tion by the help of both Protestants and 
Catholics. 



LA URIER'S DEt LA RA TFON. 

In one of yesterday's articles we said 
" Nothing less than an authoritative de- 
claration of Mr. Laurier should be taken 
by intelligent electors as to what arc or 
are not the intentions of the Liberal 
party with respect to the Manitoba 
school question. IV/ it is precisely such 
a declaration as this that Mr. Laurier ha* 
most carefully refrained from making." 

We have since found that the state- 
ment made in the sentence we have 
italicized is erroneous. Mr. Laurier has 
made a declaration of bis views and in- 
tentions with respect to the Manitoba 
school difficulty as clear, as definite anil 
as specific as the most exacting of elec- 
tors could desire. He made that de- 
claration in Montreal on the evening of 
the 19th of last month. Speaking at a 
meeting held to influence the electors of 
Montreal Centre to vote for Mr. James 
McShane, the Liberal candidate, Mr. 
Laurier, said : 

I want to have the schools of Mnni- 
tob i and I want to have the Catholics of 
Manitoba restored !<> I In same privileges 
that are gi' i u to the f'rutestants of Quebec, 
and to tht t 'llholirr, in Ontario! I have 
nothing to conceal in this matter. 1 
speak here to-night the feelings of my 
heart, and I speak as I have spoken in 
the province of Ontario in purely Protes- 
tant ridings am! in presence of my friend, 
the Hon. Mr. Hoss. He can bear testi- 
mony that I spoke there the very same 
thing that I speak here to-night. I have 
no hesitation in telling you that J want 
to have the minority in Manitoba restored 
in the same privileges which are freely 
granted in Quebec to the Protestant minor- 
ity and to the Roman Catholic minority in 
Ontario. Cheers.) 1 say that 1 do not 
want to have these privileges restored 
solely by the help of the Roman Catho- 
lics, for I want to have them restored 
witli the help of the Protestants as well, 
f do not approach this question from any 
party point of view, or from any religi- 
ous point id" view. 1 approach il as a 
Canadian upon the common ground of 
our Canadian nationality. If the ipies- 
tion cannot be settled upon this ground, 
it will never be settled at all. 

This isa most important .declaration , as 
it shows where Mr. Laurier stands on 
the school question and what he is work- 
ing for. Nothing will satisfy him but 
the " restoration " to the Roman Cath- 
olic minority of Manitoba of a system of 
separate schools such as thai in opera- 
tion in Ontario ami Quebec. In mak- 
ing this very important declaration, 
Mr. Laurier was no doubt most careful 
with respect to the words he used. He 
would have the privileges formerly en- 
joyed by the Manitoba minority restored 
— given back again. 

ft is seen at a glance that .Mr. Laurier 
is not with those who are conscientious- 
ly opposed to non-interference with 
Manitoba. Not only is he not with them, 
but he is against them. He is lor re- 
storing to the denominational minority 
in Manitoba the system of schools that 
was taken from theni by the law of L81I0. | 
He of course proposes to do this 
by constitutional means. He would; 
try to persuade the Manito- 
bans to effect this restoration 
voluntarily, and if they refuse, its they 
have refused, there is no other way 
open to him and his party than to huve 
recourse to the means prescribed by the 
constitution. 

By this declaration Mr. Laurier cuts the 
ground from beneath the feet of those 
who are running this election in Victoria 
on the cry of non-interference with Mani- 
toba. He wants to have the educational 
privileges restored to the Roman Cath- 
olic minority of Manitoba, and he goes 
further and tells his hearers how he ex- 
pects to effect that purpose. He wants 
to have them restored by the help of the 
Protestants of the Dominion as well as 
of the Roman Catholics. This leaves 
the country no doubt as to the means he 
intends to use. . 

ft is not surprising that the Liberals

Laurier's own particular choosing, and 
he has been elected, pledged to the re- 
establishment of Catholic schools. 
What would LeMonde think of Mr. 
Laurier's friends if it were published in 
Victoria and the editor had to listen to 
j the Liberal harangues on the school 
question?

The opinion of Mr. Christopher Rob- 
inson with reference to the decision of 
the Imperial Privy Council in the Mani- 
toba school case hns been paraded with 
much zeal. It is of the must negative 
character, being simply the opinion of a 
legal iiiiiul on :i purely legal question, 
lie deals with the matter with that re- 
serve that nii^'ht be expected of him and 
is peculiar to lentil opinions; but it is in 
no way opposed to the position taken by 
the Privy Council of ( lanada. 

It is impossible to judge from the 
reply how the question was stated and 
this is most important, because every- 
thing depends tin that. The honest 
way would be to slate both 
question and answer in full as given. 
All Mr. Robinson says is what is gener- 
ally admitted, that legally the question 
of hearing the appeal was an open unci 
and within the discretion of the Gov- 1 
ernor-General-in-Council. This broad 
distinction must be borne in mind, that J 
Mr. Robinson speaks as a lawyer and 
gives his opinion as to the strictly legal 
obligations implied. He says: "As I ! 
understand the judgment, it, cannot, be 
said, sTHirri.Y hi'kakinu, to decide more 
than the appeal will lie.'-' That, is pre- 
cisely where the whole pot 11 1 hinges. 
The appeal lies in a finding that the 
rights and privileges of the minority 
had been prejudicially affected and 
that a grievance existed owing to the 
repeal of the separate school act. It was 
an appeal founded on right and tht! find' 
ing of the judicial committee was a find- 
ing on fact and morally all the more 
binding. 

Reading between the lines the opinion 
ot Mr. Robertson bears out this view 
fully. We quote, "Their right is to 
appeal and the result of such appeal 
must depend as I have said, upon the 
judgment of the Governor-General in 
council and of the Dominion parliament,

CuicAUo, Jan. 3. — Trouble bus broken 
out among tbe trims-continental lines 
over the east-bound steamship business 
and the chances are that there will be 
serious trouble before the matter is ad- 
justed.

Tbe chairman bus ruled that all 
the traffic on which the Canadian Paci- 
fic is paying sucb commissions is trans- 
Atlantic business anil lie bus no power 
to grant the Great Northern any relief. 

The Great Northern also claims that 
the Northern Pacific is paying excess' ve 
commissions on tbe same chiss of busi- 
ness. On this the chairman declares 
that tbe mere announcement, that sucb I 
is the case, is not enough to enable him 
to extend any help to the Great North- 
ern. I f t be commissions are paid bv tbe 
Northern Pacihc on trans-oceanic busi- 
ness in either direction, the Great North- 
ern must rind its own relief, fori 
tbe agreement, of the trans-continental 
roads does not cover Ibis kind of traffic, 
and any road hiking measures for the j 
protection of traffic in this regard must 
see that it doi's not demoralize business! 
in other directions. There is little doubt 
that the Great Northern will take such 
as it deems necessary for the preserva- 
tion of its business, and the trouble is j 
more than likely to extend to the trans- 1 
continental business proper.

A Gathering of Electors In Institute 
Hall Listen to the Opposi- 
tion Speakers. 



Mr. 



Martin, of Mauiioba, Makes the 
Principal Spsech of the 
Bveutug. 



The Libonvle held a meeting in the 
Institute hall last night, the prin- 
cipal speakers being Mr. Martin, of 
Manitoba, Mr. H. Boatock, Hon. Mr. 
Richards, Mr. K. V. Bod well, Or. Milne, 
J. T. Bethune, John Grant and Mr. 
Templemun. J. C. Blackett and several 
other of the Liberal leaders were on the 
platform. Mr. H. Boatock took the 
chair, after which Mr. J. T. Bethune 
read a loot; telegram from the Liberal 
Association of Westminster, which 
while " indignantly repudiating the un- 
paralleled assurance," as they called it, 
of the Liberal Conservatives of the Main- 
land in sending a delegation and their 
good wishes to the party in Victoria, 
went on to assure the Liberals of their 
sympathy, and to hope that Col. Prior 
would be defeated. 

Mr. William Templeman began by 
haying that whatever would be the re- 
sult of the election it would always be 
memorable in the history of Victoria. 
He went on to take exception to the re- 
fusal of the audience in .Johns' hall, the 
previous night, to hear Mr. Martin talk. 
Mr. Martin had gone to Johns' hall at 
his (Mr. Teinplenian's) request, and it 
was not Mr. Martin who desired to force 
himself on that meeting. On every 
question that divided the two parties he 
was opposed to the Dominion govern- 
ment, Mr. Templeman went on, includ- 
ing its trade, its financial and other poli- 
cies. He repeated his remarks cf the 
night before, adverse to the frachise act 
and argued that British Columbia had 
not been fairly treated by the Domin- 
ion. He promised if he was elected that 
he would be less parti/an in the future 
than he had been in the past. 

Mr. Joseph Martin came next and 
claimed that British Columbia should 
back up Manitoba on the school ques- 
tion, and express their disapproval of 
the Dominion Government by refusing 
to elect Col. Prior to a seat in the cabi- 
net. If the electors of Haldimand hail 
not returned Dr. Montague to a 
a seat in the government after the school 
question arose, the Dominion would 
have been obliged to drop it. 

The Manitoba legislature had passed 
the school act of 181)0, because the sep- 
arate schools were not efficient. Mr. 
A. E. McPhillips, who had lived many 
■years in Winnipeg, and should have 
been conversant with the subject, had 
read a letter from a Mr. Clarke that his 
daughters had been well educated in a 
school conducted at St. Boniface. He 
was surprised at this, for he did not 
think that it applied to the case. He 
(Mr. Martin) here pulled out Mr. 
Bodwell's speech on t he school question 
and said that when he forgot anything 
he looked that speech over and drew his 
inspiration from it. In referring totb - 
appeal when it was before the Supreme 
Court of Canada, he said it was strange 
that wdien anv question between the Do- 
minion and anything affecting the com- 
munity at large went before that tri- 
bunal it almost always went in favor of 
the Dominion. He disputed that the 
government were bound to do what the 
privy council directed in their decision. 
Not, even admitting that there was any- 
thing in that decision to make them act 
except subject to their responsibility 
to the electors. The privy council 
had decided that the government had 
jurisdiction and Manitoba did not ob- 
ject to their trying the case. The gov- 
ernment were going to give remedial 
legislation on the lines of the remedial 
order, and be argued that this meant the 
return to the state of schools in force 
before IK'JO. The Privy Council had de- 
cided that the Dominion bail the power 
to give remedial legislation ; be acknowl- 
edged that, and there was only one 
power that could stop it, and that was 
the electors. He went on to 
claim that the reason Jimmy 
McSbane was elected in Montreal 
Centre was the voice of the Roman 
Catholics protesting against "coercing 
Manitoba. He went on to talk about 
his own political record and said be was 
proud that it had been allotted to him 
to introduce and help to pass in the 
Manitoba legislature the school act of 
1890 and the act abolishing the dual 
language. He next attacked the Win- 
nipeg Free Press which had under Mr. 
Luxton's management opposed him, 
saying that not one thousandth of the 
people of Manitoba believed|the charges, 
and wound up by predicting the return 
of Mr. Templernaa. 

He next stated that the interests of 
British Columbia had never been ad- 
vanced by having six government mem- 
bers at Ottawa and asserted that though 
he had been in parliament for two ses- 
sions he had never heard British Colum- 
bia questions discussed by the British 
Columbia members. He talked in gen- 
eral terms about the revision of the ta- 
riff that would take place when the op- 
position " got in " and how it. was going 
to he a tariff for revenue only, though 
he did not explain how this was to be 
done. 

Mr. E, V. Bodwell said he held Mr. 
McPhillips' pamphlet on the school 
question. He repeated the arguments 
he had made in his former speech on the 
school question. , As a defence against 
Mr. McPhillips taking him to task for 
quoting from the proceedings prior to 
the judgment instead of the judgment 
itself, Mr. Bodwell .said that Mr. Dal ton 
McCarthy had quoted the same words as 
he had done. Then Mr. Bodwell got a 
chance to read the paper he had tTted 
unsuccessfully to impart to the electors 
at John's "hall the night before. 
It was the opinion of Mr. Christopher 
Robinson setting out that the judgment 
of the Privy Council gave the minority 
in Manitoba the right to appeal, hut the 
result of the appeal must depend on the 
judgment of the Dominion government 
w hoso course would, no doubt, be de- 
termined by a sense of justice and right. 
Mr. Bodwell argued us before that the 
Dominion government need not act un- 
less they wished to, and that they were 



pursuing a policy of "coercion." He 
repeated in substance what he had 
said at the Esquimalt meeting 
and wound u» a number of eloquent 
words by predicting Mr. Templeman's 
election. 

Mr. Templemun, in reply to a ques- 
tion said he opposed the employment of 
Chinese on public works, and the meet- 
ing closed at 11 o'clock with a vote of 
thanks to the chair and cheers lor Mr. 
Templeman, Mr. Martin and the Queen.

The Chairman — " When you address

Mr. Martin attempted to make him- 
self beard, amidst loud cries of "Sit 
down) " 

The Chairman — " Your party are mak- 
ing too much noise to expect me to hear 
you." 

Mr. Martin started up again, and was 
greeted with the same manifestations of 
disapproval from the gentlemen below. 

The Chairman — " I want you to un- 
derstand. Mr. Martin, that this is our 
meeting." 

Mr. Martin — "' I lis.- to a point of 
order." (Great laughter and cries of 
" Sit down." 

The Chairman (continuing) — " I have 
a right to assume that you are a gentle- 
man, ami as such 1 must ask you to re- 
spect an agreement entered into with 
the meeting before you came in, that 
there should be no interruptions. 
I don't propose now that those 
who have come in from another 
meeting shall be allowed to break up 
this one. We can stay here if neces- 
sary until daylight. 1 am sorry to have 
to say it, but must add that anyone who 
disturbs the peace will have to be re- 
moval by a public officer." (Applause.) 

Mr. Martin—" 1 bow to your decision 
sir," ( remaining standing, amid renewed 
cries of "sit down"). "May I ask 
some questions?" 

Mr. Templeman here rose in the body 
of the ball, and was listened to with re- 
spectful attention while be said : "It is| 
the wish of Mr. Templeman and his [ 
friends that there shall be no distur-j 
bance at this meeting." 

A Voice — "Then why don't you close 
np Martin?" (I^aughter.) 

Mr. Templeman — " If it is any of my 
friends who is disturbing you 1 ask as a 
favor that they will give you a fair and 
impartial hearing. (Applause.) 

The Chairman said he had listened 
with pleasure to the manly words in 
which the opposition candidate bad 
asked for order. 

Mr. Martin — May I ask a question?" 

The Chairman — " No ; you may not." 
He added that as till could see Mr. Lux- | 
ton's voice had given out, and be would 
not have him harassed under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Martin was again beard from ; but 
finally the Chairman asked if he could 
not appeal to his common sense to keep 
ipiiet, and the Liberal spokesman re- 
sumed hi^ seat .

MAY NOT OPPOSK BOWELL. 

Mr. Laurier Has Pledged Himself to the 
French to Support Remedial 
Legislation. 

Mr. W. J. Bowser felt it not necessary 
to oiler any explanation of his presence 
here to-night as a delegate from 
Vancouver, as vice president of the 
Conservative association there, to express 
their pleasure that the Dominion Pre- 
mier has called a representative of this 
province to the cabinet, and to congrat- 
ulate Victoria that the choice has 
fallen upon their worthy representative 
the Hon. E. G. Prior. At the next 
jjeneral election, lie pointed out, only a 
few months hence, both parties will 
have to come forward with definite 
policies to lay before the people. As for 
the Conservatives they have never since 
: 1H7S bad any trade policy save that of 
; protection ; while the only aim in which 
I the Liberals have been persistent is that 
of securing public offices for themselves. 
Mr. Lander's general policy it cannot 
be denied has been made up of glitter- 
ing generalities and flagrant incon- 
sistencies. He read from the public 
! records to show Mr. Lauder's frequent 
shiftings on the trado question — he be- 
■ ing found an advocate of protection 
in lS7ti: then after variations halting 
in 1891 at unrestricted reciprocity 
and prepared to remain in opposition 
until that cause triumphs, and now 
finally for free-trade-as-they-have-it-in- 
Kngland. (Applause.) He described 
the Manitoba school case as a red-herring 
I drawn across the trail to divert attention 
! from the trade question. He, however, 
| would show the results of free-trade-as- 
they-bave-it-in- England, which Mr. 
Laurier and Mr. Templeman are to put 
into practice in Canada, where trade 
under protection lias year by year in- 
creased while in England under free 
J trade it has decreased. Ninety thousand 
. women in Lancashire, he showed, are 
| working in the cotton mills at $5 a 
month. Free trade as in England will 
[nit a tax on the necessaries of life— tea, 
for instance, 8 cents a pound, and coffee 
$3.50 a hundredweight. He next 
touched up the Liberals about their 
professions of political purity and their 
practice of bribery as declared by the 
courts. Referring to the school ques- 
tion he expressed surprise that any Con- 
servative who could not vote for Col. 
Prior because of bis convictions on the 
school question, could support a fol- 
lower of Mr. Laurier on the school ques- 
tion and everything else. To emphasize 
this point lie read from a speech by Mr. 
Laurier at Grand River, P.Q., as follows : 
" During his speech of one hour's 
duration, Mr. Laurier blamed the gov- 
ernment, just as di<l Messrs. Martin and 
Dalton McCarthy, but be Bteerwl clear 
of suggesting any mode of settlement, 
except by having the matter examined 
by a commission of inquiry. 

"An elector, Dr. Ennis, then having ob- 
tained leave to put a question, inquired 
if Mr. Laurier's projected settlement of 
the matter would he after the Green- 
way-Martin non-intervention plan, or 
on the lines desired by the Manitoban 
Roman Catholic minority. He also ask- 
ed if Mr. Laurier and bis party would 
support Sir Mackenzie Howell should he 
submit to parliament legislation in 
favor of the Roman Catholics. 

"To the direct question Mr. Laurier an- 
swered that he wanted legislation on the 
lilies suggested by the people of Quebec, 
that Mr. Martin did not speak for the 
Liberal party, and that lie, the leader of 



the Liberals from Vancouver to Halifax, 
would support Sir Mackenzie Bowell's 
readjustment of this thorny question if 
settled in accordance with the just de- 
mands of the Roman Catholics. 

Mr. Bowser further showed bow Mr. 
Tarte is working up religious agitation 
in Quebec, condemning t he government 
for not having already relieved the 
Manitoba minority, Mr. Martin in Man- 
itoba demanding a commission and Mr. 
Templeman in Victoria no interven- 
tion, yet all followers of Mr. Laurier 
who wants separate schools for Mani- 
toba just as they ate in Ontario and 
Quebec. He asked what is the cause of 
Mr. Joseph Martin's sudden interest in 
British Columbia, and answered 

Here there was an interruption from 
the upper gallery, one of a series which 
had been continuing for some time and 
the Chairman said : "No more remarks 
from Mr. Martin, if you please." 

Mr. Bowser continuing was again in- 
terrupted to such an extent (all from the 
Liberals in the gallery) that be remark- 
ed " I did not expect to find a hobo ele- 
ment in Victoria." (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) Then Mr. Martin's supporters 
fairly howled to " take it back," and 
kept up their protests of indignation for 
several minutes. Mr. Powell vigorously 
waved the flag whenever quiet seemed 
about to be restored, and some one, said 
to be Mr. Gregg who works in the 
Times office, kept shouting in terms of 
fervent admiration, " Three cheers for 
Bodwell.'' 

The Chairman at last thus addressed 
the gallery: "This is what you call 
British lair play, is it'.' I don't want 
any more of it." The disorder con- 
tinued until Mr. Bowser having con- 
cluded his remarks took his seat. 

THE KKAli FOSLl'JON. 

Shall the Whole Interests of the Dominion 
Be Made Secondary to a Very 
Minor Question. 

Mr. I'. C. Cotton, M.l'.P. for Van- 
couver, was then called upon. On com- 
ing forward he was greeted by the 
"gentlemen'' in the gallery with a 
series of supposedly clever remarks upon 
his personal appearance; and he. ex- 
pressed surprise that, the Liberals of Vic- 
toria should thin k it seemly and proper to 
come at the conclusion of their own meet- 
ing to disturbone of the Conservatives. 

-Mr. Cotton continuing, said he came 
as a delegate from Vancouver to express 
their appreciation of the honor conferred 
upon Col. Prior. He was surprised that 
in face of the repeated declarations of 
Mr. Templeman in the Times, that this 
province wants cabinet representation, 
he should now be found opposing 
the re-election of Col. Prior; .and 
be was surprised also to find 
the Liberals here refusing to discuss the 
trade question. He asked the support- 
ers of Mr. Templeman if they realized 
the real position — that on a differ- 
ence about the manner of education of 
1 4,000 children in Manitoba, they are 
■prepared to stake the whole interest of 
the Dominion for the years — all our 
material prosperity, our commerce and 
manufactures to lie risked on this one 
minor question in dispute. He thought 
that any man of intelligence who seri- 
ously thought over this matter could 
1 come to but one conclusion. On this 
school question lie would briefly touch, 
saying a lew words with reference to 
1 Mr. Bodwell's speech in this house, to 
, which he had listened with pleasure. 
Mr. Bodwell admitted — of course there 
is no dispute about this point — that 
the judgment declares that the minority 
! have a grievance and that the Dominion 
government have the right to interfere. 
But he stops there and says the court 
which can give relief need not do 
so, because be thinks il would 
not be good policy. He felt satisfied that 
on Monday next the people of Victoria 
1 will answer very decidedly that they are 
not going to overturn t he whole policy of 
' the Dominion for this question of Mani- 
toba's. Mr. Templeman, if elected, will 
| have to follow somebody— Mr. Laurier, 
i w ho at present is in the cave of Adullam 
with Mr. Tarte on one side and Mr. Mar- 
i tin on the other and not knowing which 
I way to turn. He asked what would hap- 
pen to these Pacific provinces without 
protection in face of the coming compe- 
I tition from the Orient, now opening up 
I to manufacture, with men working for 
I from two to three cents an hour. The 
appointment of Mr. Prior as a cabinet 
minister he felt is an honor to the whole 
province. He had been amused 
to see' the contentions of the 
Times on the subject of Col. Prior's 
position, and he hoped it would not be 
believed abroad that the people general 
ly in British Columbia are so ignor 
ant of what constitutes a cabinet ap- 
pointment. If Victoria rejects Colonel 
Prior as a cabinet minister, he could as- 
Bure the electors of this city that there 
are other constituencies in the province 
who will be only too glad to get one 
(Applause). 

It being now half an hour after mid- 
night the meeting broke up with three 
cheers for Col. Prior given by the im- 
mense audience, and cheers for their 
champion led by the opposition in the 
upper gallery.

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INSURGENTS ADVANCING 1 . 

Cuban Revolutionists Continue to Advance 
on Havana— Destruction of Sugar 
Plantations. 

Havana, Jan 3. — The insurgents are 
in large force in the province of Havana 
and are spread over a mile wide space, 
their rear guard still stretching buck in- 
to Matanzas province, while the van- 
guard is at Agacate, on the railroad line 
between Matanzas and Havana, and a 
little over thirty miles from Havana. 
They maintain the same scattered forma- 
tion, divided into columns, which prov- 
ed effectual in carrying them into the 
immediate neighborhood of Matanzas, 
the dillerent columns apparently know- 
ing the whereabouts and needs of each 
other. 

The Spanish commanders are appar- 
ently unable to cope with this style of 
warfare or check the advance. It is 
learned that Gomez intends to extend 
his incursion into the western province 
of Pinar del llio, and the situation 
is considered exceedingly grave in 
view of the great activity that has been 
manifested by the local bands of insur- 
gents in Pinar del Uio ever since Gomez 
advance on Matanzas. An advance into 
Pinar del Rio would have the effect of | 
praotieally surrounding this city with 
insurgent sympathizers. The authori- 
ties, however, express confidence that 
the insurgents will not dare to attack 
Havana, and that the new movement is 
merely a raid. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. '■>. — Captain 
Walker, of the steamship Ardanu, from j 
Havana, with a Mtrgo of sugar and mail j 
from that country, says that affairs are 
rapidly drawing to a crisis, and there is 
no doubt that Cuba will gain her inde- 
pendence. The insurgents seem to have 
matters well under control. The whole 
island is visible for miles out to sea by j 
reason of the masses of flames which i 
arise from the sugar plantations where 
the cane has been set on fire by the in- 
surgents. The insurgent army on 
Christmas day was 18,000 strong, com- ! 
posed of men well disciplined and armed I 
to the teeth.

ULATE MILK VENDORS. 



-VrpiF.UKAK it is deemed expedient in the 
»' interest and health of the City of Vic- 
toria that all milk vendors shall be licensed 
and the sale of milk regulated : 

He it therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation oi the City of Vie 
torhi as follows: — 

1. All dairymen and vendors of milk shall be 
licensed. Any person or persons selling, or 
ottering for tale, or disposing of any milk or 
cream without tirst having obtained a license 
so to do under the provisions of lids by-law, 
shall be deemed to be guilty of an otl'enoe and 
punishable as hereinafter provided. 

J. Every dairyman or person wishing to sell 
milk in the City .of Victoria shall make writ- 
ten application to the Sanitary Inspector for a 
permit for a license so to do: such application 
shall be in the form " A " hereto annexed, and 
shall contain the following Information :- 
The name and address of the applicant, the 
source or sources from which lie obtains his 
supply of milk, and it written agreement, in 
the form " It" hereto annexed, signed by the 
farmer, dairyman, farmers or dairymen, from 
whom he obtains his supply of milk, stating 
that be is or they are willing that his or their 
farm or farms, cows, food, and water supply 
shall be inspected from time to time by the 
Medical Health Ofllcer and the Sanitary In- 
spector of the City, or by either of them.

velopment sufficient to prove its worth, 
and is a steady shipper. Beyond it are 
a good looking group of claims, the 
Helm, Hera and Apollo, which are likely 
to be sending out ore. Twenty miles 
from Kaslo is the summit, at an eleva- 
tion of 1800 feet above Kootenay lake. 
Here the railway crosses between two 
pretty little lakes to the south side of 
the valley of Seaton creek, and leaving 
its northerly course follows an almost 
westerly direction on a level grade along 
the slope of Seaton valley. On the north 
side of Seaton lake extends the dry ore 
belt, upon which development has been 
slow. Two claims, however, the Sandon 
and Bullion, have excellent prospects 
and will ship this winter. On the south 
siope are rich claims in numbers. The 
Lucky Jim is the most easterly. Then 
at NieGuignn station. 22 miles from 
Kaslo, the new wagon road, some four 
miles in length, taps such rich claims 
as the Washington, Surprise, Best, 
R. F. bee, Antoine, Rambler, 
Ruby, Silver and others. The 
Washington, is erecting a concentrator 
and in that connection a tramway to the 
wagon mail. The railway has a small 
town laid out here which is expected to 
be a large shipping point. 

"At Bailey's station, 25 miles from 
Kaslo, Mr. Bailey of the well known 
Paine group has erected a large ore shed 
and other buildings on the railway line 
for use in shipping ore from bis mines. 
AtSOOt'eet below this is the town of 
Three Forks at the junction of the north 
and south forks of Carpenter creek and 
Seaton creek. Near Bailey station, 
around Pine Bluff occurs the heaviest 
construction upon the railway, a steep 
cut out of the perpendicular bluff some 
-tot) feet high. 

Beyond Baiiy station the direction 
again changes to almost south up the 
valley of the south fork of Carpenter 
creek and i me and a half miles beyond 
Pain Slide is crossed over upon an 80- 
foot span. Just beyond, '-.'7 miles from 
Kaslo, is Cody junction, the. Cody line 
risingona maximum grade of 3 ft. in 
100, while the main line continues level 
into the town of Sandon, 2S l a miles 
from Kaslo. 

" Sandon is a typical mining town of 
recent growth. Placed in the valley of 
the south fork of Carpenter, at the junc- 
tion of Sandon creek, the place numbers 
about 150 houses, including two saw- 
mills with a united capacity of 30,000 
feet per day, and is rapidly increasing. 
Some, of the Utter buildings are excellent. 
Besides the Kaslo it Slocan this point is 
the terminus of the Nakusp it Slocan 
railway (from Three Forks, and Arrow 
Lake) "operated by the C.P.R. This is 
the delivery ground of the great mine of 
the camp, the famous Slocan Star, which 
is situate up Sandon creek some three 
miles. Mr. Byron White, part owner 
and manager has erected his concentrator 
about half a mile above the railway 
track, which connects with the mine by 
;i tramway and a wagon road at the 
present time to Sandon. The Ruth and 
Coranatiori are also two claims shipping 
at UiiB point. 

"From .Sandon thegovernment wauon 
road runs down the valley to Three 
Forks, four miles distant and up the 
valley one and three-quarter miles to 
Cody creek. The Cod v branch is about 
three miles in lengtli rising 450 feet 
above Sandon in that distance at its ob- 
jective point in Cody where over 
forty acres, embracing a widening of the 
main valley of the South Fork of Car- 
penter anil Cody creek valley at their 
junction, have been subdivided and con- 
verted into the townsite of Cody. Two 
hotels are already doing business at this 
point and a saw mill is about to move in. 
Adjacent to Cody and from their posi- 
tion, naturally tributary to it, are some 
of the most developed and assured prop- 
erties in the camp. 1 might mention 
the Noble Five group (consisting, as its 
name infers, of live separate claims), 
the Last Chance. Dead .Man, Reco, Good 
Enough, as all proved propertiesof great 
wealth, that come to my knowledge and 
the names of a great many others of 
perhaps equally great promise, more or 
less developed, that I can call to mind 
as too numerous to mention. The rail- 
way company has spent some $-150 in im- 
proving tne trail from the mines to Cody 
this autumn. 

." Approaching Cody and crossing the 
Carpenter creek near the foot of the 
much dreaded Noble Five slide is a 
Howe truss bridge having a clear span 
of 140 feet with a..beight of 100. the 
approaches being through heavy rock 
cuttings. Excepting this and the trestle 
across McGuigan creek, 400 feet long ami 
120 feet high, the bridging is com- 
paratively light, the percentage of rail- 
way upon structures being much below 
the average of mountain work. The 
road is a great boon to the camp gener- 
ally, and has deservedly tin; good will 
of the people at large. In the first place 
itB construction put in circulation a large 
amount of money and the contractors' 
financial arrangements were such that 
delay of payment was unknown, and then 
the cost of handling ore has been re- 



duced from 50 to 75 per cent. It has 
always appeared to me that the Slocan 
is essentially a poor man's camp; that 
more good paying claims remain in the 
hands of the original prospector than is 
usually the case. For, with the exception 
of a few instances, little or no capital has 
been fort hcoming for development work, 
and that although there are many claims 
upon which thousands oi dollars have 
been spent, it had first to be taken from 
the ground and put back, the owners 
being to-day comparatively poor men. 
This, of course, could not have been done 
had not the surface indications been 
very rich. The present conditions will 
admit of these men reaping a handsome 
reward as the result of their faith and 
pluck, besides admitting of those holding 
less advantageously placed and poorer 
surface claims, who could not face the 
cost of past shipping to follow their ex- 
ample and develop their own properties. 
Von will readily understand that ore of 
a much lower grade can he shipped with 
a profit to-day than at any time it: the 
past. This was qualified in my mind by 
noticing on the grade awaiting shipment 
two lots of ore marked by a name, to 
me entirely unknown, which by the way 
reminds me to say that many good pro- 
perties worthy of mention are likely to 
have been overlooked in my previous 
remarks. 

" Although there is a large area of 
country to the east and south that idlers 
a promising field to the prospector, the 
day for that has passed in the Slocan as 
the country is fairly riddled with stakes. 
As respects investments is another ques- 
tion. I have heard it stated that this 
railway will take trade out of the

Extract from Speech delivered by Hon. Wilfred Laurier at Montreal Centre in behalf of 
Hon. J. McShane. Reported in the Montreal "Star" (Independent) of Dec. 20th, 1895. 

"I want to have the Schools of Manitoba, AND I 
"WANT TO HAVE THE CATHOLICS OP MANI- 



TOBA RESTORED TO THE SAME PRIVILEG-ES 
that are given to the Protestants of Quebec and to 
the Catholics in Ontario. I have nothing 1 to conceal 
in this matter. I speak here to-night the feelings of 
my heart, and I speak as I have spoken in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario in purely Protestant ridings and in 
the presence of my friend the Honorable Mr. Ross. 
He can bear testimony that I spoke there the very 
same thing that I speak here to-night. I have- no 
hesitation in telling you that I want to have the 
minority in Manitoba restored to the same privi- 
leges which are freely granted in Quebec to the 
Protestant minority and to the Roman Catholic 
minority in Ontario. (Cheers.) I say that I do not 
want to have these privileges restored solely by the 
help of the Roman Catholics, for I want to have 
them restored with the help of the Protestants as 
well. I DO NOT APPROACH THIS QUESTION 
FROM ANY PARTY POINT OF VIEW, or from 
any religious point of view. I approach it as a 
Canadian upon the common ground of our Canadian 
nationality.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY- 

Ex-Judge Traitt on Great Britain's Graspine, 
Policy in the North. 

Seatti.k, Jan. 3.— In discussing the 
Alaskan Ixmndary question, the Hon. 
Warden Tuitt, retiring I'.S. Judge of 
Alaska, having turned over hit- office to 
his successor, Hon. A. J. Delany, said : 
" Jhe unanimous opinion on the boun- 
dary queotion is that the line should 
stay right where it is. People do not 
want England's contention granted, for 
it would take some of the best 
of Southwestern Alaska und control the 
Yukon trade. People are opposed to 
any more of England's map making, and 
they don't want arbitration, for they 
consider there is nothing to arbitrate.
